HISTORY OF RADIO STATION W3TKQ 


The proposal to have an amateur radio station at the Franklin Institute was 
made by W. Laurence LePage, W3QCV in 1951. He was then a member of the 
Haverford Township Emergency Radio Net, along with such other venerable members 
as W3HQJ, W3IPBR (deceased), WILNQ (deceased), W3HFY, W3IDQE and WIADV. The 
H.T.E.R.N. sponsored the station and furnished 2 meter and ten meter equipment 
with the necessary beam antennas. The equipment was home built 100% by the 
members of the club. The trustee for the station was and still is Fred Shaw 
W3ADV. ‘The station was on the air on scheduled hours, Saturday and Sunday 
only, with the net members taking turns operating. After about two years 

we were able to get a Hallicrafters receiver and a Johnson A.M, transmitter 
which greatly improved the ‘station, allowing us to operate on 15, 20, 40 and 
80 meters. About this time it became very difficult to get the net members 

to keep their assignments and we needed a full time operator. We were fortunate 
in securing Mason Frankenfield, a member of the H.T.E.R.N., a8 a demonstrator 
in Electrical Hall, with the privilege of operating W3TKQ in his spare time. - 
Mason was retired from the G.E., Co. and also the Autocar Co. in Ardmore at 

this time. He was very enthusfastic about the new job and most of the time 
was in before open hours to operate the station. He was very genial, and 
developed hundreds of friends all over the world. W3TKQ became famous due 

to the £.b. operating by Mason, W3PBR. In 1960, due to the feeling that W3TKQ 
should be associated with a larger, more active net, Laurence W3QCV, proposed 
that the Phil-Mont Mobile Club take over the sponsorship of W3TKQ. This was 
done and coincidently the Phil-Mont Club started to have their monthly meetings 


"at the Franklin Institute. This association proved to be a good one in many 


ways. In 1962, the Club and the Institute together were able to interest 
Collins Radio in providing a complete station for us, and the Institute 
provided the air-conditioned operating room. The Bell Telephone Company 
provided the amplifiers and telephones that allow the visitors to Listen 
in on the operations. The Station W3TKQ is one of the popular exhibits at 
the Institute. 


Somewhere about 1960, it was learned that our operator, Mason, was over age 

as far as the [nstitute was concerned, and he was about to be retired. How- 
ever, he was held on until we were able to get some other operators. Our 
second operator was Nelson Schurr W3DYP, who is still with us. Later we 

were able to get Paul Singwald, W3YG, Sam Moskowitz W3RTR, and Les Ransom K3REN. 
These men, all retitees, work enough hours so that they do not make too much 
money as far as S,S, goes. This is a happy arrangement for all. Generally, 
the operating hours for the station are from 10 A.M. to 5 P.M, from the hour 
to the half-hour. From the half-hour to the next hour the operators are busy 
demonstrating the various exhibits in Electrical Hall. The Phil-Mont intercom 
on Channel 1 is always turned on, so lets try to keep the channel busy. 


Recently the Collins equipment was completely overhauled and is now working 
in £.b. shape. In 1970, the Bell Telephone Co. contributed a 300 watt A.M, 
transmitter to Station W3TKQ, for operation on Channel 1. Jim Spencer, W3QQH 
made the conversion from 300 MHz to 29.493 MHz and did a fine job. We really 
have a big signal on Channel 1.

Wrap in tea towel; place in refrigerator to 
dry. Put bulgar in bowl with chopped onions. Squeeze and m‘*x 
‘mix by hand so that onion flavor is absorbed by the wheat. 
Add coarsely chopped parsley and mint to wheat. Beat olive 
oil and lemon juice; stir in salt and pepper. Add to salad and 
toss. Peel and seed tomatoes, cut and dice, and stir into 
salad. We do not recommend any substitutes for olive oil.
